with 
bluo 
coats. 
Tho 
full quota of reserves were out and 
mounted 
policemen 
marched 
around tho prison 
and other near- 
by buildings. 
The curious crowds

nine thero was .a multitude of peo- 
ple about tho court houso building 
most of thorn in 
a angry 
and vin- 
dictive mood.

THE NEW CODE. 


Tho following 
from tho 
South- 
western Stochman, Farmer and Feeder 
is in lino with tho ideas advanced 
by the 
Guardian 
sovcral weeks 
ago on this subject: 
"Tho now codo which is now tho 
law of Arizona, is in force 
and 
effect, and thero aro sevcial matters 
of interest to tho live stock 
indus- 
try besides tho now law exclusive- 
ly their own. 
Ono of the several 
new departures is tho repeal of tho 
old statute making the theft of an 
animal, rcgardlcs" of its real value, 
grand larceu3--. 
It was argued that 
because of tho .severe penalty 
con- 
victions could not 
be had in tho 
courts; that tho stealing of a 
live-doll- 
calf would not bo considered 
grand larceny, even if the statute 
called it such, 
and that because of 
this 
a 
man 
charged 
with 
such 
oftonso would often bo turned loose 
rather than givo him an overdose 
of justice. 
As it now stands 
such 
an offender would come within tho 
jurisdiction 
of tho justico courts of 
the country, and while the penalty 
will not be so severe, justico 
will 
bo moro often meted out. 
Tho old 
way has been tried for many years, 
and it is a mattor of history as to 
how tho law worked. 
Now let tho 
now idea prevail for a while and it 
can bo seen 
as 
to 
which of tho 
statutes will be moro effective 
in 
keeping down crime of this nature. 
While- tho statute in 
its 
present 
form has 
many advocates, 
there 
aro many others who bcliovo that 
it will havo an offect the very op 
posite from that honed for. 
Timo 
will tell." 
hi 
Police Have Assassin's Code. 
Tho Buffalo 
Courier says: 
"Sup 
erintendent UiiII 
now 
has in 
his 
possession tho code of instructions 
imparted to the selected assassin, 
Czolgosz. 
Tho 
platform 
of 
tho 
Frco Society was also added to the 
cumulative 
evidence 
of the 
An-chi- st 
conspiracy. 
This document 
hinds its members together to ad- - 
vocato and work for tho destruction 
of the existing 
social order, and 
continues: 
"As in former times no.privilegcd 
class over relinquished its tyranny, 
no moro can wo take it for granted 
that the capitalists of the present 
day will forego 
their 
privileges 
and their authority without 
com- 
pulsion. 
It is therefore 
self 
cvi-do- 
that the fight of proeltarian 
against the upper and the middlo 
classes must bo of a violent 
char- 
acter, and that mere wage conflicts 
can nover lead to the goal. 
"Wo show by numerous illustra- 
tions that 
which liavo 
been mado in tho past to do away 
with the existing monstrous social 
system through peaceful means 
lor example, tho ballot box 
havo 
been useless, and will be so in the 
futuie. 
"Force is the only remedy. 
"We know, therefore, that the 
ruling 
class will 
not volnntarliy 
relinquish 
its 
prerogatives, 
and 
will make no concessions 
to 
us. 
Under all theso circumstances there 
is only one remedy left 
force. 
"Our platform is simple and 
di- 
vided as follows: 
"First 
Destruction 
of existing 
class domination 
through 
inexor-abl- o 
revolution 
in 
international 
activity. 
"Second 
Tho building of a freo 
society on 
communistic 
organiza 
tions or productions. 
"Third 
Freo oxchango of equiv- 
alent 
products through 
the 
pro- 
ductive organization 
without 
job- 
bing and profit making. 
Fourth 
Organization of the ed 
ucational 
system upon 
and a scientific and an equal 
basis for both sexes. 
"Fifth 
Equal 
rights 
for 
all, 
without distinction of sex or race. 
Sixth 
Tho regulation of public 
affairs thiough 
agreement between 
tho 
independent 
communes 
and 
confederacies." 


The 
offect 
of the 
outrageous 
treatment of this valley by the 
S. 
P. railroad last spring is bcintr felt 
in all branches of trade at tho pres- 
ent timo. 
By making 
a freight 
rate that prohibited 
the shipment 
of hay from this valley, tho railroad 
company allowed other agriculture 
ial districts in the Territory to fill 
tho demands for hay in camps and 
towns that, under ordinary circum- 
stances, would havo received their 
supplies from this valley. 
It was 
thought by some, when the 
com- 
pany finally adjusted tho freight 
rate, that it was doing a gracious 
act, but it is quite 
noticablo that 
most of tho available markets were 
filled before this 
wos 
done. 
Tho 
dull business season that wo have 
had to deal with can, 
in a largo 
degree, bo attributed to this cause. 
As soon as tho supply of farm 
products, furnished from SaltEivcr 
and other points, runs low, 
hotter 
times will prevail 
throughout this 
valley.

ernor ordered 
an investigation 
of 
the Stato Trust Company causing 
trouble for many eminent 
lopnhli-cans- , 
including 
Supt. of Insurance 
Louis F. Payne, the decision was 
double rivitcd, 
and it was1 decided 
that the only way to gel Itoosevolt 
out of tho way 
was 
to have him 
nominated for vice pt esident. 
Senator llanna and PresidcntMc-Kinlo- 
y 
really desired to havo 
Sec-rotar- y 
of tho 
Navy Long 
named 
for vico pi esident, 
but 
Mr. Piatt 
took advantago of the popular de- 
mand from the west that tho 
gal- 
lant Rough Eidor, colonel should 
bo the candidato and pressed 
tho 
point. 
Tho 
result 
was 
that 
al- 
though tho Now Vork delegation 
did not 
put 
Pioosovelt 
forward, 
Senator Ilnnna finally yielded and 
ho was named. 
Tho details of tho 
arranging of tho slato on behalf of

after by 
B. 1. Odoll, 
tho'chairman 
of tho 
stato 
committee. 
Senator Piatt 
having to go 
homo 
because of his 
broken lib. 
Now 
mark 
tho result of that 
event, regarded 
as 
so auspicious 
by all of tho Now York 
machine 
republicans. 
Senator Piatt has as 
piesidont a man on whom ho heap- 
ed contemptuous gibes; ho cannot 
hope to contiol tho now presidont 
on any subject unless it appeals to 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
as 
a proper 
one 
without Mr. Piatt's endorsement. 
Tho situation is somewhat simi- 
lar in tho case of Mr. llanna.

than 16 jurymen.

2705, 
being a part of the 
samo 
chapter 
of the new code, 
provides 
how a 
grand jury 
shall 
bo drawn 
and 
directs that tho court 
shall 
order 
that not less than 1G nor more than 
21 shall be drawn. 
If the court 
otdcrs 10 jurymen, 
which 
is tho 
minimum under section 
2705 
tho 
jury will consist of one more than 
the maximum allowed
